Unemployment Insurance 

“The government is making much ado about the 
sagging Unemployment Insurance Fund, and looking 
for leaks. But it should be informed that some of us 
without jobs just cannot afford to be employed.” 

That is from a letter to The Financial Post writ¬ 
ten by an unemployed Ontario carpenter. His calcula¬ 
tion of why it is cheaper for him to do nothing shows, 
more dramatically than could any expert study of the 
fund, how far Canada’s unemployment scheme has de¬ 
parted from its original purpose of insuring against 
the hardship of occasional unemployment. 

As an unemployed building tradesman, he re¬ 
ceives $144 a month in unemployment insurance. He 
could get a job similar to his last one in another city 
100 miles away where there is a shortage of car¬ 
penters. It would pay $432 a month, if no work time 
were lost because of bad weather. 

But if he left his family and took the job he 
figures he would have to pay $203 a month in room, 
board, transportation home tor weekends, union dues, 
union welfare f unds, inc ome tax, hospital insurance — 
and uneihpleym^nt insurance. This means he would net 
only $95 a month more than he now gets from unem¬ 
ployment insurance. 

However, while jobless, he is allowed to earn up 
to $18 a week without losing his unemployment in¬ 
surance. If he can pick up one day’s work each week 
in his home town, the advantage in taking a steady 
job elsewhere shrinks to $23 a month. If he went to 
the other town and bad weather kept him off the new 
job for two days in a month, he would wind up out 
of pocket for his month’s work! 

This ridiculous situation is only one of many ex¬ 
amples which show that Canada hasn’t got a true in¬ 
surance scheme at all — it has a roulette wheel fixed 
to pay off for any of a hundred or so combinations.
